Dague Goes Down in Adriatic With Most 
of Her Crew—Warships Hard 
Hit at Many Points. 


Today's War News . 
Given in Summary. 


Two additions to the long list of 
disasters at sea during the war were 
made known today. 
The French de- 
stroyer Dague struck a mine in the 
Adriatic aind went down, with the 
probable loss of 38 lives. 
The Swe- 
dish merchant man Svarton was dam- 
aged by a mine or torpedo in the 
North sea, but was able to reach a 
Dutciipcrt. 


From Constantinople is announced 
a victory by the Turks over Russian 
forces in the Trans-Caucasus. 
It is 
said that after a battle of seyeral 
days the Russians were put to flight, 
having suffered heavy losses. 


So far as official stateinents from 
London, 
Paris 
and 
Berlin show, 
there have been no important changes 
on the main battlefields of the west 
or e^t. 


Three warships 
of 
the 
Anglo- 
French fleet which bombarded the 
Dardanelles are s«id by the Turkish 
authorities in a statement issued at 
Constantinople to have been damaged. 
The statement does not refute speci- 
fically the British claim that all of 
the outer forts of the Dardmelles 
weri reduced, but conveys a contrary 
idea, asserting that the fleet with- 
drew after » bombardment of 
hours. 


Paris, Feb. «6.—(la:lo pV m.)—-The 
flestruction of the French torpedo: boat 
flfrstroyer Dague in the Adriatic sea was 
announced today by the French minis- 
try of marine. 
The official announcement was: 
"The French torpedo boat destroyer 
Dague, while escorting a convoy with 
provisions for Montenegro, struck an 
Austrian mine off the port of Antivari, 
Montenegro, on February 24 and sank. 


"Thirty-eight of the crew disappeared. 
The accident did not hinder finishing 
the work of provisioning and the return 
of the convoy. 


"The French cruiser Desaix made a 
demonstration against' Akabah, Arabia 


on February 23. A landing party, aided 
by the ship's cannon, dispersed and put 
to flight a small band of Turks occupy- 
ing the village." 
' 


The Dague was 225 feet in length aild 
had a displacement uf 720 tons. 
She 
was built in 1911 and was rated at a 
speed of 33.1 knots. 
Her complement 
was 31 men. She was armed with two 
3.9-inch, four 9-pouiider3 and four 18- 
inch torpedo tubes. 


Belgians Retake Trenches. 
Tlie war office gave out the following 
statement this afternoon: 


"The Belgian arra}^ lias retaken a 
small portion of the trenches which it 
had lost t«mporarily. 


"The British army repulsed in Bel- 
gium a German attack and also gained 
100 metres on La Baseee road. 


"German artillerj'- displayed consider- 
able activity in the Aisne valley.. 


"Our batteries reduced it to silence in 
the afternoon. 


"On the Champagne our progress con- 
tinues. We gained some ground in the 
wood northwest of Perthes and north of 
Mesnil-les-Hurlus. 
The 
engagement 
continues in . the valley of the JVieuso. 
At Jumelles-Doma we destroyed, some 
machine gun ghelterg and wrecked the 
trenches of the enemy. 


"We made fresh progress 
in 
Bois 
Brule, fh the forest of Aprement. The 
Germans were driven from several com- 
municatidi^ passages between trenches. 
They were subject to

GERMANY'S REPLY 
IS BEING FRAMED 


See Hope of Adjustment on 
Foodstuffs and Submarine 
Activity at Sea. 


Berlin, Feb. 26.—The American note 
to Germany and Great Britain on the 
subject of food stuffs to civilian popu- 
lations of • belligerents and submarine 
activities at sea, a copy of which was 
handed to the German foreign office by 
Ambassador Gerard the night of Feb. 
22, has been the subject of exhaustive 
discussion for the past two days be- 
tween the German imperial authorities 
Concerned and - the American ambaasa- 
dor. 
As a result the German reply is 
gradually taking definite form. 


The correspondent of the Associated 
Press has been assured by a most com- 
petent and reliable aiithority that the 
American proposals are regarded as con- 
stituting a satisfactory basis for future 
negotiation and that they are them- 
selves, in 
many 
respects, 
acceptable. 
Certain of the proposals, however, will 
be subjected - to more or less important 
modifications. 


Impressed by Friendly Spirit. 


Government circles have 
expressed 
themselves, as impressed by the friendly 
spirit in which these proposals have 
been advanced and the evident desire on 
the part of the American admimstra- 
tion to rcach a solution of' the diffi- 
culties involved in the present methods 
of maratittie warfare to bell^féreiite and 
neutrab alikeT^The-American nòte prob- 
ably will not be published here until the 
Gemían response has been sent forward, 
but there isnood reason to believe that 
it deals with three principal subjects, 
namely, mine and submarine blockade 
of coasts ¡'the use of floating mines and 
the entry,of foodstuffs for civilian pop- 
ulations. 


It is'difficult to obtain any authorita- 
tive expression 
of 
opinion concernïn;» 
the:.German point' of -view-on these 
points from any of the imperial goyem: 
meiitar departments Interested in the ne- 
goifations or ..to overcome the censorship 
rèstriètións in treating of this matter 
in news dispatches sent out from Bet- 
Un. 


Judging, however, . from a general 
knowledge of German policy and inten- 
tions it may be said, with confidence, 
that little difficiilty will be experienced 
so far as Germany is concerned, in reach- 
ing a mutual agreement for the discon- 
tinuance of 'floating mines. 
The atti- 
tude of the Qerman admiralty in mine 
planting along hostile coasts, however, is 
at the preeent time unknown. 


Will Rednee Use of Autos.. 
The bundesrath has adopted a mea»* 
ure in which the number of automobiles 
in Germany not being used for military 
purposes, .will be reduced to about one- 
half. The purpose of this is to save in 
the consumption of gasoline and lubri- 
cating oils and in rubber. 


The'order is vied provides that all au- 
tomobiles,b^innihg March 15, must 
have new licenses. 
These will be is- 
sued only upon proof of public neces- 
sity. 
The bundesrath declares in this 
connection: 
"This limitation has par- 
ticularly the purpose of eliminating all 
automobiles serving purposes of pleas- 
ure or sport. At the same time it will 
compel the public to employ other 
means of transportation, such as rail- 
roads, street cars and horse drawn cabs 
in increased measure." 


It is declared that the necessities of 
business will be taken into considéra- 
tion in renewing lieenaea for auto trucks 
and ai the same time the military au- 
thorities will restrict the use of auto 
nobiles outside 
of 
war territory ,as 
much as possible. , 


New York, Feb. 26.—Joseph Letter, 
noter wheat" operator of ^fteen years 
ago, testified toda.y at the state inquiry 
into the increased cost of bread, that 
American farmers had long been selling 
wheat for less than what it cost. 
The 
farmer, Mr. Leiter said, has nothing to 
say concerning. what price he shall ire- 
ceive for his product. That is usually 
done at the terminal markets or ex- 
change, he added, and the Liverpool ex- 
change, as the leading exchange of the 
world, usually fixes the price. 


Mr. Leiter said that although ha had 
been a " heavy speculator in wheat in 
1897 and 1898, he had noi speculated in 
grain since then. He admitted that he 
had not forgotten "any of the tricks of 
the trade," and said that he had been 
interested in grain since he was a boy. 


"In 1897 I saw that wheat was sell- 
ing at less than cost," he said. "I real- 
ized tliat this could not go on. Being 
young and not knowing as much as I 
do now, I thought I'd m^ke money by 
storing and holding the commodity until 
I could sell it at a profitable price. 


"But my plans did not work. I lost 
money on it and the only ones to make 
money were" the" farmers. 


"The farmer today cannot obtain the 
proper return on his work," Mv Leiter 
said, "on the old basis of wheat prices, 
because farm labor has increased in 
price and the laborers' hours" have been 
shortened. The production of v%eat in 
this (Sbuntry is gradually being reduced, 
he 
testified. 
"The 
average 
farmer 
twenty years ago devoted 300 acres to 
wheat growing, while today he devotes 
only 100 acres."

In the future potato flakes will cost 
35, marks (18.75) . per hundred kilo- 
grams (220 poimds) and potato starch 
will cost 48 marics ( f l 2 ) per hundred 
kilograms. 


Under their former prices potatoes 
were 
much the 
cheapest cattle 
food 
available, 
and 
fanners were 
storing 
them for the use of their live' stock. 


The sole right to manufacture potato 
products has been vested in a govern- 
)ment controlled company which has 
been empowered to expropriate potatoes 
for its purposes. 


The Maximum potato price for the 
market of Brandenbiux, which was set 
on Feb. 17, has now been suspended. 
This leaves dealers unrestricted as to 
price. 
It has been explained «ifflcially 
that certain difficulties presented them- 
selves in the matter qf supply of pota- 
toes due in part to the lack of laborers 
on farms, and also to transportation dif- 
ficulties.. 
A further factor was 
that 
cities to the west of Berlin had for the 
most part fixed. no price on potatoes. 
As % lesult great quantities of potaitoce 
were shipped from the east through Ber- 
lin to the west where higher prices were 
obtainable.

itfpresentative 'Claude KitcMn, of North" Carolina, 
who sii^ceeds Oscar W. TJnderwood as democratic leader 
in tlife house of representatives, Avho is certain to be much 
in the limelight durin g the next two years, is not only a 
most interesting figuire, but he is tackling a man's size 
job. Those who,recall some of Mr. Underwood's troubles 
with an overwhelming majority under his management, 
will readiy appreciate the diplomacy which Mr. Kitchin 
must develop in ocrder to keep the naiTow democratic ma- 
jority in the housie "on the reservation." And precisely 
tl^t situation must eventuate if the Wilson administra- 
tion is to continue constructive work in legislation. 


In the present^ congress, it is pointed out, Mr. Under- 
wood has had control of 290 democrats as against a total 
ef hut 145 membens of the combined opposition. In the 
next congress Mr. Kitchin will have behind him a ma- 
jority of barely 31 votes, while his opposition will un- 
doubtedly manifest a show of miUtancy that has been 
hopelessly impossible during the past two years by rea- 
son ()f its infinitesmal character numerically. Will 
Kitchin measure up? Tliose who know him best declare 
that he wOl do so. He is a. stalwart legislative figure, 
quick at repartee, resourceful in argument, skilled in leg- 
islative tactics and one of those who fights to the last 
ditch. Altogether, Mr. Kitchin's advance notices are ex- 
ceUent. He is entitled to a fair chance to demonstrate 
them by performance. 


Admitting the necessity for all the haste possible

Against 
tho breathless arguments of the contes 
ta.54s intended to brlug us to their res 
Cue, our ears must be sealed. 


If the United States received assur 
anees that the belligerents would abide 
by our decisions, this country' might 
take up ^the task of giving judgment. In 
that event we might heed the appeal 
of the Belgians that we protest the in- 
vasion of their territory, or the German 
accusation of British use of dum dum 
bullets. 
Bjuit since decision on 
these 
pointe would be thrust aside 
aa the 
verdict of a court without authority 
there is no use whatever in volunteer- 
ing them. At a time when we may be 
unable to protect our own commerce 
upon the high seas, an effort which 
must be made, what folly it would be 
to attempt to regulate the proceedings 
of belligerents in regions where we have 
no shadow of authority. 


There are some ardent, high-strmig 
souls, including former Consul Thomp 
son (resigned), who want the United 
States to become the Sir Galahad of the 
nations and set 
forth 
instanter 
search of the Holy Grail of universal 
peace. They forget that Sir GalaJiad in 
this day and age would be asked for his 
passports at every boundary and if he 
escaped being shot aa a spy Avould cer 
tamly be jailed as a vagrant. We must 
take the world as it is and live in it a« 
best we can. So strong arc the diplo 
matic traditions, so virile the contest 
ing claims of the belligerents that no 
conservative man in President Wilson's 
responsible position could escape doing 
other than he lias done since August.

Undoubted- 
ly Samuel's pure life and his faithful 
witnessing had as much to do with 
this assembling fis did the oppression 
of the Philistines. 
Samuel told the 
people plainly that in order to be de- 
livered 
from the Philistines 
Israel 
muat "return unto Jehovah with all 
your heart" 
The putting away (Judg- 
ing) of sin and all idols is the first 
step of any real, genuine repentance 
towards God, tea. 55:7. When Israel 
adopted Ashtaroth and the "strange 
gods" they possibly did so with no 
thought of 
forsaking Jehovah, 
but 
rather with the idea of "enrinching" 
their worship. 
Such liberality, such a 
federjition of religions is weakening to 
the cause of faith. Matt. 6:24, I John 
2:15, James, 4:4. 
Samuel might be 
called "narrow," but his exhortation to 
Israel that they return to the love 
and worship of Jehovah, to the obedi- 
ence of his laws with whole-souled de- 
votion. was the first, and the most es- 
sential requisite to their freedom. Is- 
rael's response (v. 4) meant not alone 
self-denial, but a revolt against the 
Philistines. 
This meant also the giv- 
ing up of amusements and profits which 
might accompany such worship. 
The 
word "heart" Includes the will, affec- 
tions, motives and powers of soul. 
Not merely a surface emotion, but a 
deep change of heart and character.

FOREST FIIES CMISE 


Bie i n LOSSES 


340,000,000 Board Feet De- 
stroyed by Conflagra- 
tions in 1914. 


Washington, Feb. 26.—Fire on the na- 
tional forests of the west in 1914 caused 
a loss to the government of not quite 
.340,000,000 board feet of merchantable 
timber, valued at $307,303, and of re- 
production, or young growth of trees, 
valued at $192,408, according to statis- 
tics just compiled by the forest serv- 
ice. There Were 6.605 fires, of whidi 
only 1,545 burned over an area of ten 
acres or more. 
About 77 per cent, of 
all the fires did damage of less than 
$100 each. 
In addition to the losses 
suffered by the government, timber on 
state and private lands within the for- 
ests totaling 228,008,000 board feet and 
valued at $175,302, was lost. The total 
area burned over was 690,240 acres, of 
which 310,583 acres 
were sta,te 
and 
private, lands. 


Notwithstanding that it was an ex- 
ceptionally bad year for fires, on ao- 
coinit of high 
temperatures, 
hea^'y 
winds, and prolonged drought, the aver- 
age loss per fire was $103, as against 
$131 in 1911, when there were 
only 
about half as many fires. Eighty-five 
per cent, of the total loss was-caused 
by fires in Idaho, Montana, Oregon and 
W'asliington, wliere more than half the 
timber in all 
the 
national 
forests 
stands.

Washington, D. 0., Feb. 
26.—Selling 
some billion and a half board 
of 
timber and euperviBing the cutting on 
seyerftl thousand diffwent »reaa, over^ 
seeing the grazing of more than 1,500,- 
000 cattle and 7,500,000 
sheep, and 
building more than 600 miles of road, 2,- 
000 miles of trail, 3,000 miles of tele- 
phone line, and 700 mile« of fire line 
are some of the things which th^ gov- 
ernment fore«t service did last yew, IV9 
disclosed in the report by the chief for- 
ester for 1914. 
These activities •were 
all on the ns^tional forests, 
which at 
present total about 185,000,000 acres. 


Tliere is need, says the chief forester, 
to increase the cut of timber from the 
national forests wherever a fair price 
can be obtained for the stumpage, be- 
cause a great deal of it is m;iture and 
ought to be taken out to make room 
for young growth. 
Unfavorable condi^ 
tions in the lumber trade caiised new 
sales of national forest timber to fall 
off somewhat during the 
past y^^, 
though the operations on outstanding 
sales contracts brought the total cut 


above thit of ihe previous 
year by 
130,000,000 
board 
feet. 
There was, 
however, a big increase in small tim- 
ber sales, theee 
numbering 8,298 in 
19J4 against 6,182 the previous year. 
Desirable blocks of .national forest tim- 
ber have been appraised and put on 
the market, and it is expected that these 
will find purchasers when conditions in 
the lumber industry improve. 
All told, 
the government received 
$1,304,053.66 
from the sale of timber on the forests 
in 1914. 
The receipts from all sources 
totaled $2,437,710.21.

Confederate Flag's History 
is Taken Up by Women 
of the South. 


Savannah, Ga., Feb. 20.—At the re- 
cent general convention of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, Mrs. 
Daisy :McLaurin Stevens, its president 
general, Avaa instructed to appoint a 
committee of three to co-operate with 
similar committees from 
the United 
Confederate Veterans and tlie Confeder- 
ate Memorial association to determine 
the designer of the stars and bars and 
thus settle a controversy. 


Tho honor is claimed for the late 
Major Orrin Randolph Smith, of Louis- 
burg, N. C., and for I^icola Marschall, 
artist and draftsman, of Marion, Ala. 
The two designs appear to have been 
very similar and both were made early 
after thè opening of the civil war. 


Major Smith's design wrs completed 
and raised on a flagstaff in front of the 
court house at Louisburg on Febru- 
ary 12, 1861, before North Carolina se- 
ceded. Mr. Marschall, who is still hale 
and hearty, declares that the design for 
the flag and the gray uniform 
werp 
painted by him in his studio in Marioti 
in the latter part of April or early in 
Maj', ISO], 
IMajor Smith's flag later 
was accepted by the confederate con 
gress as the' flag of the 
Confederate 
States of America, and it is now the 
atithorized emblem of the Dftughtera of 
the Confederacy.

London, Feb. 26.—The impression is 
gaining 
groimd 
among 
British 
and 
French military commentators that Ger- 
many is preparing for a fresh expendi- 
ture of energy in the land campaign 
along the western front. Notwithstand- 
ing the recent successes of the Germans 
in the east they are apparently encoun- 
tering as stubborti résistance as at any 
time. 


The resilency and recuperating powers 
of the Russian armies, according to the- 
ories advanced here, have convinced the 
Gernmn general staff that it is wisest 
to adopt the defensive in the Russian 
campaign while delivering another blow 
in the west.

•"One ship of the Agamemnon type, 
and two other 'armored vessels were 
damaged by the fire from the iorta on 
the Asiatic-side of the strait* 
It was announced from London last 


jiight that all the forts at the entrance 
of the Dardanelles had been reduced by 
the combined fleets of Great Britain and 
France, a naval force which has been 
estimated at something over thirty ves- 
sels.

The English announcement made no 


mention of losses either to vessels or in 
men. 
It described the operations as suc- 


cessful and said they were continuing. 


The Dardanelles are tho key to Con- 


stantinople, and the effort to force them 
has been going on since the middle of 
December.

The New House Leader. 


Representative Claude Kilchin, of North Carolina, 


who succeeds Oscar W. Underwood as democratic leader 
in the house of representatives, Avho is certain to be much 
in the limelight during the next two years, is not only a 
most interesting figure, hut he is tackling a man's size 
job. Those who recall some of Mr. Underwood's troubles 
with an overwhelming majority under Ms management, 
will rcadiy appreciate the diplomacy which Mr. Kitchin 
must develop in order to keep the narrow democratic ma- 
jority in the house "on the reservation." And precisely 
that "situation must eventuate if the Wilson administra- 
tion is to continue constructive work iu legislation. 


Iu the'present congress, it is pointed out, Mr. Under- 


wood has had control of 290 democrats as against a total 
of but 145 members of the combined opposition. In the 
next congress Mr* Kitchin will have behind him a ma- 
jority of barely 31 votes, while his opposition will un- 
doubtedly manifest a show of militancy that has been 
hopelessly impossible during the past two years by rea- 
son of its infinitesimal character numerically. Will 
Kitehin measure up? Those who know him best declare 
that .he will do so. He is a stalwart legislative figure, 
quick at repartee, resourceful in argument, skilled in leg- 
islative tactics and one of those who fights 'to the last 
ditch. Altogether, Mr. Kitchiu's advance notices are ex 
cellent. He is entitled to a fair chance to demonstrate 


' them by performance. 


'Admitting the necessity for all the haste possible 


consistent with proper consideration of the matters be- 
fore the legislature, it is gratifying to observe that the 
Lyday house resolution precluding further consideration 
of measures adversely reported by a committee failed to 
get the constitutional majority necessary to its adoption. 
The plan, is vicious in that it purposes to delegate to a 
small committee powers that belong to the house as a 
whole. It is inconceivable that a committee will always, 
even with its presumably definite study of a proposed 
measure, make a report in consonance with the views of 
the majority of the body, and to deny the right of re- 
versal *of the committee's judgment is not the sort of 
law-making procedure calculated to find favor out among 
the people who sent, the legislators to the state capital. 
There is pretty certain to be a hereafter to tactics of that 
"brand.

As a punish- 
ment for their sacrllece and perhaps 
for their boastful pride, God punishes 
'the men of Beth-Shemesh and anally 
the ark finds rest IB the house of 
Ablnadab. 6:10-21, 7:1, 2. 
For 20 


yean Israel vat under discipline la 
bondage, T. X. 


I. "And 5*musl spake . . . •!/• 


Ing," 
vv. 3-8. It is possible that at 


times Samuel was a fugitive, but that 
he was praying, teaching and preach' 
ing "the word of Jehovah" we are as- 
sured. At last Israel was "drawn to- 
gether,'1 T. 2 R. V. margin. Undoubted- 
ly Samuel'* pure life and his faithful 
witnessing had as much to do with 
this assembling as did the oppression 
ot the Philistines. 
Samuel -told the 


people-plainly that in order to be de> 
Ivered from the Philistines Israel 
must "return unto Jehovah with all 
your heart." The putting away (Judg. 
ng) of sin and all idols is the first 
step of any real, genuine repentance 
towards Qod, Isa. 55:7. When Israel 
adopted Aahtaroth and the "strange ' 
gods" they possibly did so with no 
thought of' forsaking Jehovah, but 
rather with the idea ot "enrlnchlng" 
their worship. Such liberality, such a 
federation, of religions is weakening to 
the cause of faith; Matt. 6:24. I John 
2:15, James, 4:4. Samuel might be 
called "harrow," but bis exhortation to 
Israel that they return to the love 
and' worship of Jehovah, -to the obedi- 
ence of his laws with whole-souled de- 
votion, was the first, and the most -es- 
sential requisite to their freedom. Is- 
rael's response (r. 4) meant not alone 
self-denial, but a revolt against the 
Phtllstlfies. This meant also the giv- 
ing up ot amusements and profits which 
might' accompany such worship. The 
vord "heart" Includes the will,.atfee- 
ions, motives and powers of soul. 
Not merely a surface emotion, but a 
leep change ot heart and character, 
t is sad to recall that this was a 
reformation, not a regeneration (ch. 
8:8), but such is the history of an 
emotional reformation. One day, how- 
ever, we shall-see that one will last 
last,- Rom. 11:26. Samuel is a type ot 
Christ as a prophet and also as an 
intercessor, Heb. 7:25. Qathering the 
people • at Mizpah ("a lookout") he 
caused the people to look- to God. 
Such a gathering was an evidence of 
that unity of the people of God which 
must .ever precede prevailing prayer, 
Ps. §9:6, Heb. 10:25. The meeting 
began by a prayer by Samuel who 
was nearest to God. They than poured 
out water upon the ground, a symbol 
of their utter'-lfelplessness, also of 
the pourinjTout of their hearts- before 
God, 
II Sam. 14:14; Ps. 62:8. Israel 


also "fasted"—an expression of sor- 
row for sin.which was so deep that 
they could not eat, and a sign ot the 
humiliation of self and an earnest de- 
sire to find God, Dan. 9:3, Acts 13:2, 3.

a burnt offering," vv. 9-12.. Twenty 
years of bondage bred a spirit of fear 
in the hearts of the Israelites and in 
their extremity they turned to Sam- 
uel to intercede for them.

BIG TIMBER LOSSES 


340,000,000 Board Feet De- 


stroyed by Conflagra- 


tions in 1914. 


Washington, Feb. 26.—Fire on the na- 


tional forests of the west in 1914 caused 
a loss'to the government of not qirit« 
:HO,000,000 board feet of merchantable 
timber, valued at 5307,303, and of re- 
production, or young growth of trees, 
valued at $192,408, according to statiB- 
Ufs just compiled by the forest serv- 
ice. Tlierc were li.HOo fires, of which 
only 1,545 burned over an arcs, of ten 
acres or more. About 77 per cent, of 
all the fires did damage of less than 
$)UO each. 
In addition to the losses 


suffered by the government, timber on 
state and private lands within the for- 
ests totaling 228,008,000 board feet and 
valued at $175,302, was lost. The total 
area burned over was 690,240 acres, of 
which 310,583 acres 
were state 
and 


private, lands.

grounds; and that, more than all else, 
they are intended for recreation pur- 
poses, which is only another way for 


stating that they are intended to pro- 
mote public health. 
That this policy 


is greatly appreciated is best attested 
to by the response 'of the public.to all 
efforts put I'ortli to provide recreation 
facilities. 


Band Concerts.
